1  have  the  honour  to  submit,  for  the  'information  of  Government, 
the  prescribed  annual  statistical  returns  of  the  Patna  Mental  Hospital  together 
with  Notes  by  LieutenanGColonel  H.  R.  Button,  i.m.s.,  on  the  working  of  that 
institution  during  the  year  1922.  The  Superintendent’s  notes  are  full  and 
explanatory  and  no  further  comments'  from  me  on  the  returns  are,  therefore, 
necessary. 

2.  One  point,  however,  is  worthv  of  notice  here.  Since  the  opening  of 
the  European  Mental  Hospital  at  Ranchi  in  the  year  1913,  the  returns  of  this 
institution  as  well  as  those  of  the  Patna  Mental  Hospital  were  dealt  with  in 
my  office  on  their  receipt  from  the  Superintendents  and  printed  and  published 
together.  But  owing  to  the  transfer,  from  the  1st  July  1922,  of  the  control 
and  management  of  the  Ranchi  European  Mental  Hospital  to  the  Board  of 
Trustees  appointed  under  the  Ranchi  Mental  Hospital  Act  (Act  No.  XIII)  of 
1922,  it  has  been  decided  by  the  Local  Government  that  henceforth  the  report 
of  the  Ranchi  European  Mental  Hospital  should  he  submitted  to  them  by  the 
•Managing  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  that  of  the  Patna  Mental 
Hospital  should  be  dealt  With  in  my  office  as  was  done  before  the  opening  of 
the  Ranchi  Mental  Hospital.  The  returns  of  the  Patna  Mental  Hospital  only 
have,  therefore,  been  dealt  with  in  this  report. 

3.  The  construction  of  the  buildings  required  in  connection  with  the 
establishment  of  the  Mental  Hospital  for  Indian  Insanes  at  Ranchi  has  been 
progressing  rapidly  and  it  is  hoped  that  within  a  couple  of  years  the  Indian 
Mental  Hospital  will  be  an  accomplished  fact  and  ready  for  receiving  the 
Indian  Insanes  who  are  at  present  confined  in  the  Patna  Mental  Hospital  in 
this  province  as  also  those  residing  in  the  Mental  Hospitals  in  Bengal.

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NOTES 

ON  THE  WORKING  OF  THE 

PATNA  MENTAL  HOSPITAL 

FOR  THE  YEAR 

1922. 


STATEMENT  I. 

Capacity  .—A-  fresh  measurement  of  the  wards  was  made  and  it  was 
found  that  there  was  not  sufficient  accommodation  for  830  male  patients 
allowing  50  square  feet  for  each  man.  The  hospital  had  also  not  sufficient 
accommodation  for  the  sick  lunatics.  One  of  the  sleeping  wards  was,  therefore, 
utilized  for  the  invalids.  The  accommodation  on  the  male  side  was  in  conse¬ 
quence  reduced  from  330  to  215.  The  accommodation  fdr  female  patients 
continued  at  66. 

Population.*—  The  number  of  patients  at  the  commencement  of  the  year 
wras  271,  i.e.  220  males  and  51  females— 48  males  and  2  females  were  admitted 
and  2  males  were  re-admitted.  The  daily  average  strength,  excluding  cases 
under  observation,  was  218T1  for  males  and  50*45  for  females,  i.e.  268*56  in 
all.  The  maximum  number  confined  in  one  night  was  228  males  and 
53  females.  There  was  no  overcrowding. 

The  total  number  of  recoveries  was  38  against  9  in  the  previous  year.  The 
percentage  of  cure  to  daily  average  strength  was  14T5  against  3*35  in  1921. 
One  was  transferred  to  friends  having  improved  and  2  were  so  transferred 
not  improved  against  4  and  3  respectively  in  1921.  There  was  no  case 
of  escape. 


Sickness  and  Mortality. — 452  patients  viz.,  379  males  and  73  females, 
were  treated  for  diseases  other  than  mental.  The  daily  average  sick  was  44*97 
against  57  50  in  1921.  The  proportion  per  cent  of  sick  to  daily  average  strength 
was  16*59  against  21*04  in  1921;  excluding  the  epileptic  cases,  the  daily  average 
sick  was  27*02  against  35*46  in  1921. 

There  were  21  deaths  against  28  in  the  previous  year.  The  percentage  of 
death  to  daily  average  strength  (including  cases  under  observation)  was  7*74 
against  10*43  in  1921.  The  causes  of  death  were  Tuberculosis  8,  Ankylost¬ 
omiasis— 5,  Anaemia — 2,  Dysentery — 1,  Influenza — 1,  Myocarditis— I, Myocar¬ 
dial  Degeneration — 1,  Pneumonia — 1,  Abscess  of  Liver  (multiple)—!.  A  peru¬ 
sal  of  the  undernoted  statement  will  show  that  the  death-rate  was  lowest  since 
1912:  —

This  is  due  to  general  improvement  of  the  health  of  the  patients  produced 
mainly  by  the  systematic  treatment  of  Ankylostomiasis  and  to  Ascarides.  Pre¬ 
ventive  vaccines  were  used  against  Small-pox,  Cholera,  Influenza  and  Dysentery

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vaccine  was  used  for  the  treatment  of  cases  of  Bacillary  Dysentery  with  great 
benefit.  Prophylactic  quinine  was  used  from  August  to  December  with  the 
effect  that  there  was  not  a  single  case  of  Malaria.  There  was  no  epidemic 
disease  in  the  year  under  review. 

STATEMENT  IA. 

Observation. — ■There  were  2  cases  under  observation  at  the  commencement 
of  the  year,  16  cases  were  admitted  or  re-admitted  during  the  year  for  obser¬ 
vation.  Of  these  13  were  certified  and  admitted  into  ihe  Mental  Hospital  as 
patients,  one  was  certified  insane,  but  was  released  by  order  of  the  Magistrate, 
3  were  released  as  uncertifiable  and  one  wras  certified  insane,  but  died  before 
final  orders  were  received. 

STATEMENT  II. 

Criminal  Lunatics. — There  were  103  males  and  15  females  at  the  com¬ 
mencement  of  the  year.  23  males  and  2  females  were  admitted  and  one  male 
was  re-admitted.  The  daily  average  strength  was  105*44  males  and  15’71 
females  against  101/96  males  and  14’36  females  in  1921.  5  males  and  one 
female  were  transferred  from  the  criminal  to  the  non-criminal  list  on  the  expiry 
of  sentence.  10  males  and  3  females  were  discharged  and  8  males  died. 

STATEMENT  III. 

Race  and  Residence. — Forty  Hindus,  7  Muhammadans,  1  Indian  Christian 
and  4  of  other  castes  were  admitted  during  the  year. 

Of  those  admitted,  14  belonged  to  Chota  Nagpur  Division,  13  to  Patna 
Division,  10  to  Bhagalpur  Division,  6  to  Tirhufc  Division,  5  to  Orissa  and  2  to 
Bengal.  The  home  districts  of  2  persons  were  not  known. 

STATEMENT  IV. 

. 'Previous  Occupation. — Of  those  admitted  13  were  cultivators,  5  day 
labourers,  3  beggars  and  2  constables  and  the  rest  were  of  various  other 
occupations. 

STATEMENT  V. 

Ages. — Of  those  admitted  in  1922,  2  were  aged  under  20,  33  between  20 
to  40,  16  between  40  to  60  and  one  above  60. 

STATEMENT  VI. 

Types  of  Insanity.— The  principal  forms  of  insanity  of  patients  admitted 
during  the  year  were  Mania,  Dementia  Precox,  Paranoia  and  Confusional 
Insanity. 

STATEMENT  VII. 

JEtiological  Factors. — Toxic  causes,  namely  Ganja  and  Alcohol,  were  the 
chief  setiological  factors  and  associated  conditions  leading  to  insanity  amongst 
the  patients  admitted  during  1922. 

STATEMENT  VIII. 

Finance. — The  total  expenditure,  exclusive  of  the  amount  received  from 
paying  patients  and  the  miscellaneous  receipts,  was  Us.  64,061-1-6  against 
Its.  57,117-8-0.  Increase  is  mainly  due  to  the  increased  expenditure  for  diet 
and  establishment.  The  average  cost  per  head,  exclusive  of  Public  Works 
Department  charges,  was  Us.  222-5-7  against  B,s.  202-9-9  in  1921.  The  Public 
Works  Department  charges  per  head  was  Rs.  13-15-4  against  Rs.  8-3-6  in  1921. 
Its.  590-8-0  against  Its.  502-3-0  were  received  from  the  paying  patients. 

STATEMENT  IX. 

Manufacturing  Department. — The  total  value  of  articles  received  from 
the  manufacturing  department,  exclusive  of  the  cost  of  raw  materials,  was 
Rs.  2,359-4-11  against  Its.  3,096-9*5.  The  decrease  is  due  to  the  fact  that  the 
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work  in  t  *  manufacturing  department  was  curtailed  for  wai  t  of  funds. 
128' 90  per  ..s  on  the  average  were  daily  employed  in  tire  manufacturing 
department. 

Rupees  96-5-0  was  spent  in  providing  amusement  to  the  lunatics. 

STATEMENT  X. 

Establishment. — Lieutenant  Colonel  H.  R.  Cliatterton,  M.D.,  f.r.c.s., 

I. M.S.,  was  Superintendent  from  1st  January  1922  to  15th  March  1922,  He  was 
succeeded  by  Lieutnant  Colonel  H.  R.  Dutton,  m.e.c.p.,  (Lond.),  d.t.m,,  and 

II.  (iamb.),  i.m.s. ,  who  remained  in  charge  to  the  end  of  the  year. 

Temporary  Civil  Assistant  Surgeon  Doctor  Pradoshnendu  Gupta,  m.b., 
was  Deputy  Superintendent  from  1st  January  1922  to  6th  May  1922  and  again 
from  28th  August  1922  to  the  end  of  the  year.  It  was  greatly  owing  to  his 
care  and  skill  in  looking  to  the  health  and  welfare  of  the  lunatics  that  there 
w'as  no  escape  and  that  the  general  health  of  the  lunatics  was  so  satisfactory. 
Prom  16th  May  1922  to  27th  August  1922  Civil  Assistant  Surgeon  Doctor 
Prakash  Chandra  Das,  m.b.,  was  Deputy  Superintendent.  Sub- Assistant  Surgeon 
Jogesh  Chandra  Guha  was  the  Sub- Assistant  Surgeon  on  duty  throughout  the 
year.  He  was  careful  and  assiduous  in  his  care  of  the  sick  and  carried  out 
many  microscopical  examinations  for  Ankylostomiasis,  Malarial  parasites, 
Eilariftsis,  etc.,  and  performed  all  his  duties  in  a  very  satisfactory  manner.
